~ An ‘inquiry. was opened yesterday 
nt the Kowloon Magistracy, with Mr. 
E. Himsworth sitting us Coroner, to 
ascertain the causes Jeading to the 
death of sevea Chinese. beys who 
were washed down the “Babington 
Path nullah after the typhoon on the 
evening of August 18. ‘Lhe bacics of 
only five of the boys have been found, 

Mr. Himsworth explained the pro~ 
ceedinis by saying, “This inquiry ts 
into the dcath of Ho So-hiag. sho 
wri one of a party of feven boys 
who were washed away ina oullah 
after the typhoon of August 18. 
Although seven boys were lost, and 
the bodies of five only’ have been 
recovered, it is proposed to hold an 
inquiry only Into the death of Ha 
So-hing, sinee the circumsta ices at- 
tending the death of the others are 
;aubstantiitly the same.” . 

Lom Chin, 23,-one of the two 
members of the party who were able 
to save their: lives told the ‘Court 
that Ne had been supervising the 
group, of boys at their work of col- 
lecting snail-shells from the sides of 
the nullah, and that of the seven 
boys present, he had known oly 
five, After they had been In the 
nulleh for about 20 minutes, it 
started {o rain very hard, and the 
Eroup took refuge in the covered 
nullah, a ttle further down the 
stream, : 

When the large rush of water came 
that caught up the eight persons 
sheltering in the covered nullah, 
stated Lam Chiu, he was swept about 
100) yards with the others, but 
manned to eatch hold of an over- 
hanging branch, ond wait UH the 
water subsided sufficiently for him to 
scramble on {fo the side... 

Held On to Pipe 

Wong Tin, the other boy who sur- 
vived, stated that he had caught hold 
of a protruding pipe when he saw 
the onrush of water, and had been 
nble to keep his hold with the water 
rushing over him so that he failed 
to see what was happeaing - to the 


Sergeant Charles Medley said he 
discovered a badly aecomposed body 
of a Chinese, nbout 25 years of age, 
Noating face downwards near the 
China Merchants’ Wharf ‘while he 
was on hnrbour ‘patrol duty | on 
August 19. An examination fared to 
divulge marks of violence, At 9.15 
on August 20 deceased was idenfitied 
ay Ho So-ming, 20, street coolic, by 
his sister, Lal Chau, of No. 2 Yu 
Chu Lane, In the presence of Dr. 
Henry ‘and Sergeant Medley. 

Det.-Sergt. Stuart Riddell — stated 
that at 2.15 pam. on August 16 he 
had heard people taliing In High 
Street about a number of boys hav- 
ing fallen into the nultah at Babing- 
fon. Path. At the junction of 
Western Street, he found a froup of 
people, three of them claiming to be 
relatives of the drowned boys. With 
a Chinese detective, the three were 
sent to Sergeant Bailey, O.LC. at No. 
% Station. Det,-Sergt. Riddell, fur- 
ther stuted that he had proceeded 
down the nullah, but was unable to 
find any trace of the bodies, The 
next day, three corpses were found 
in the harbour and ideatifed as those 
of the boys. <5 

The Coroner adjourned the case 
until 12.30 to-day, at which time the 
evidence of Dr, Henry, ofthe Kow- 
loon Public Mortuary, who eximine 
ed the bodies and "conducted — the 
post-morten}, Will be heard, =. 


TWO INDIANS FINED 


ASSAULT ON CONSTABLE IN 
TAL HANG ROAD 


Mr, W. Schofield, .ut the Central 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, con~ 
victed two Indian Police Reservists 
who were charged, with two other 
Indians, with having nssaulted an 
Indian constablé_at ‘Tat Hang Road 
on June 26. . 

The defendants were Gurdial Siagh 
and Man Singh Pollce Reservists, 
and Chanan Singh and Didar Singli, 
private watchman. Complainant was 
Constable B343 Sarwan Singh. 

The first two defendants, who were 
convicted, were cach fincd $50, 
ordered to pay complainant $50 cach 
compensation, and ~* bound over in 
yersonal bonds of $250 cach to keep 
the peace for a year: The other two 
men were discharged. 

Mr. G. S. Hugh-Jones appeared for 
{he prosecution, «assisted by Sub- 
Inspector Madgwick, and Mr. D. 
McCallum was for defendants. 

The story for the prosccution as 
outlined at the first hearing of the 
case was that complainant, who was 
stationed at Shamshuipo, obtained 
leave for the evening on June 26, 
nad went to visit a friend at Quarry 
Bay. At Hongkong he took the No. 
5 bus'as far as Tai Hang, and when 
he nilghted there he: was met by three 
or four Indians, whom he neither 
knew by name nor by-sight, who 
asked him what he was doing’ there. 
He replied ‘that it had nothing to do. 
with them; and that he was golng to 
Quarry, Bay. The alleged assault 
then took pluce, a hockey stick being 
used. a fee 

The defence was that complainant 
had gone ta the address of, an Indian 
woman, wife of a Sergeant of Police, 
and }nocked on her door two nights 
in succession. The second night she 
raised the alarm, and complainant {n 


his attempt to get away fell down the |- 


stone steps, breaking his leg. 
Xold Too Many Lics 
Mr. Schofield remarked that he 
could not acecpt. the complainant's 
evidence: except where it had been 
corroborated, as he had told so many 
lies. The Indian woman's evidence 
had helped to explain the cir- 
cumstances, and in many respects 
contradicted complainant's evidence. 
All that the conspiracy amounted to, 
was -really that, the nelghbours hod 
responded to the alarm ralsed by the 
woman, 2

INQUIRY INTO DEATH 
: OF SHIP'S WORKER

- ‘Tive shooting, affair on the Douglas: 
steamer Haitan in the early morning 
of August 10, when on Indian guard 
wus alleged to have killed a Chinese 
member ‘of the crew, was the sub- 
ject of a Coroner's Inquiry by Mr. 
S.-F. Balfour, at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday. . F 
The jury, comprising, Messrs. E. J. 
R. Leltag’ (foreman), Lei Jick-ting 
and Chan Ping-shu, wan told by the 
Coroner that the inquiry wes into 
the death of Hul Sing-chung, store- 
keeper Gn the Haltan, who was shot 
and fatally, wotinded by a Pollee 
guard, Surjan Singh, on board the 
stenmer at 3.40 aim. on August 10. 

Mr, J. M. d’Almada Remedios ap- 
peared on behalf of Surjan Singh, 
and Mr. R. M, M. King for the re- 
latives of the dead man. Mr, T. 
Murphy, Assistant Director of 
Criminal Intelligence, assisted by 
Detective Sub-Inspector J. , 
Donovan, appenred for the Police. 

Dr. R. S.. Bexble, medical officer in 
charge of the Victoria Mortuary, 
stated that he found a bullet wound 
onthe ‘right side of the front of de- 
censed’s neck, and on bruise on the 
baek of the left: arm, On cutting 
into this bruised area he found a° 
bullet. He traced the track of the 
bullet internally from the wound in 
the neck to the bruise on the back. 
Death, which was due to the bullet 
wound in the neck, shock and 
haemorthage, had probably occurred 
within a minute of his being hit. 
There were’ no other marks of 
vlolence, and witness could not find 
evidence of deviation of the bullct 
by a bone, although there might have 
been a very slight deviation. 


Seaman's Story 


Hul -Tse-tsing, . senman on the, 
Haitan, who is being held) ons a 
charge of a breach of = the opium 
ordinance. war cautioned before -he 
wave’ his evidence: He. stated that 
the Haltan arrived in Hongkong 
from Swatow about 6 1.m. on August 
0 ‘That evening he slept on deck 
near No. 2 hatch. He was asked by 
deceased to take something from 
the top deck to the lower deck, He 
pad carried two parcels to the lower 
deck, when he heard two revolver 
shots, nnd when he, went to the 
starbonrd side to see What the 
matter was. he wns arrested by an 
Indian constable. The packages he 
carried were light in’ weight. 

“In answer to Mr. Remedios, wit- 
ness snid he was the only one engage 
ed in transporting these packages. 
He was not engaged by the No, 1 
boatswain to haul curgo from a sam- 
pan, nelther did he haul any cargo 
on bonrd the ship from a sampun 
that day. He did not see five men 
engaged on this work, and he was 
not present when the watchman was 
altacked., Witness also said he did 
not know, how many men were con- 
corned in smuggling, and he was 
not one of the three men who had 
attacked the watchman. 

‘Replying to Mr. King, witness suld 
he did not sec anybody attack the 
decensed. 

Tsui Ping-hop, another seaman 
who is also held on a charge In con- 
nection with opium smuggling, was 
coutioned before .he gave his evid- 
ence, He said he-had come ashore 
that evening to buy two towels and 
some matches, returning to the 
steamer about 7.30 p.m, He went to 
slecp at the stern near No. 4 hi ch, 
and. about three or four o'clock was 
awakened by hearing two or thyce 
revolver shots; He had‘not:scen de- 
ceased prior to that time. He went 
into No. 3 hold and was arrested by 
mn Indian .constable. He then saw 
decensed lying near No, 2, hatch, 
dying. He had not seen any pircels 
in the hold., 


Guard Alleges Attack 


. Surjan Singh, said he was on duty 
patrolling the decks on the steamer, 
while Surtar Singh, another guard, 
was on duty on the gangway. Wit- 
“ness heard a noise, and noticed a 
sumpun on the wharf side.

We 
do not propose to let Japan do In 
Mongolia what she has done in Man- 
churla, ‘ . 

“At present, we have no allfance 
with China. Whether or not we 
should enter into such an alliance 
cannot be answered until the question 
actually comes up for settlement,” 

Thus, three grent nations, repre~ 
senting three different political phito- 
sophies, are preparing fo fight each 
other in the Far East. Does it mean 
war? >We hope not; but the situn- 
tion calls for something more than 
pfous hope. It calls for sympathetic 
understanding, and statesmanship of 
the highest order, At this moment 
the relations are very tense.
